World War | --- 


Last War Saw Big Drop In Enrollment. 
Formation Of Student Training Corps

Westminster’s baseball team was playing a game on April 7, 
1917, when the news came that the United States was at war. 
Just 23 years and eight months later the United States was at 
war again; the news we this time on a peaceful Sunday 


- afternoon. 


Although there was no “selective service” in iiss days, men 
began leaving school almost immediately. In the college catalogue 


for 1917 and 1918 collegians who 
joined the army are listed and after 
the names of some of the teaching 
staff of 25 were the words: “on leave 


_of absence in the National army.” 


The drop in enrollment was from 
about. 400 in the year before the en- 
try, of the United States into the 
war, to only 161 students in 1918. 
There was a surplus of co-eds dur- 
ing the war years. 

Classes as a whole were not inter- 
rupted, with the exception of the 
German. studies, ‘the same 
German courses were offered as in 
the pre-war years, they were not 


given because of the lack of student 
interest. As today, a great intrest in 
the study of Spanish began to grow. 

No special courses were offered 
to the majority of the students, but 
an ROTC unit was established, un- 
der the direction of an army officer 
working with the administration in 
determining what should be taught 
and how. The ROTC, established in 
the autumn of 1917, was followed by 
the SATC, or Student Army Train- 
ing Corps which specialized in 


‘military exercises.

Phi Beta Kappa member, Dr. Wal- 
cott was graduated magna cum laude 
from Harvard in 1931, and received 
his Masters and Dpctors degrees 
from that college in 1932 and 1938. 

Dr. Walcott has traveled in Eng- 
land, France, Germany and Spain. 
While in college he was art editor of 
the “Harvard Lampoon”,-a member 
of the Harvard Instrumental Clubs, 
and participated in rowing. 


Although Dr. Walcott will teach | 
classes now taught by Dr. Marshall,.

Choose Colors By | 
Contrast-Brennan 


“The best way to choose colors is 
to use common sense,” according 
to Professor Harold J. Brennan, art 
department head, who spoke to 
twenty five Quadrangle members 
Monday evening at their regular 
semi-monthly meeting in the faculty 
lounge of the library. 

Speaking of “Color and Line,” 
Prof. Brennan explained‘ that | the 
best way to select correct colors in 
clothes is by contrasting as many dif- 
ferent colors as possible and then 
picking out the one that looks best. 

After explaining a few basic laws 
of color contrast, Mr. Brennan warn- 
ed against selecting colors without 
examining them in daylight. He 
told of seeing a coral-colored rug 
which, examined in blue day light 
rather than artificial light, was a flat 
grey.

Japanese conflict, government spokesmen 
jave emphasized the necessity of maintaining 
tivilian morale.

In a release by: Associated Collegiate Press, 
Dr. Irving J. Lee of Northwestern university, 
‘an expert on the psychology of anxiety, gives 
seven rules for keeping up civilian: morale.

Three Collegian Trappers Chase Mink 
And Skunks For Pleasure And Profit 


Trapping more as a hobby than for monetary gain, Dan Mel- 
ville, senior, sophomore John Bianchi, and Al Trafton, freshman, 
are nevertheless able to make a good part of their spending 
money by carrying on a sport that has become almost a tradition 


at Westminster. 


The three men, all members of Kappa Phi Lambda, use ap- 
proximately '125 traps on their lines. Trafton and Bianchi work 


together covering their six-mile trap 
line, while Melville walks his two- 
mile route alone. They start along 
their lines at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and make the trip every 24 
hours so the animals in the traps will 
not be mutilated by other animals, 
and so they will not suffer top long. 

The number one and one-half 
steel traps used by the trappers are 
capable of catching skunks, opossum, 
muskrats, mink, weasels, and) foxes. 
To date, Bianchi and Trafton have 
caught 23 skunks, nine opossum, 
and one weasel, while Melville has 
26 muskrats to his credit. 

Skunk skins sell at about $1,25, the 
trappers said, although a pure black 
skin is worth $1.50. Muskrats are 
worth from $1.75 to $2.25; mink, from 
$6 to $12; and a $.50 bounty ist of- 
fered by the state for all weasels 
killed. 

Muskrat traps are set on | slides 
along river banks, according to the 
trappers, and skunk traps are set 
along skunk trails. Traps for 
weasels and mink are baited’ with 
any kind of material that has blood 
on it. ‘Although they have caught 
a good many cats in their traps, the 
collegians said they have yet to 
ae a dog.

Three Collegian Trappers Chase Mink 
And Skunks For Pleasure And Profit 


Trapping more as a hobby than for monetary gain, Dan Mel- 
ville, senior, sophomore John Bianchi, and Al Trafton, freshman, 
are nevertheless able to make a good part of their spending 
money by carrying on a sport that has become almost a tradition 


at Westminster. 


The three men, all members of Kappa Phi Lambda, 1 use ap- 
proximately 125 traps on, their lines. Trafton and Bianchi work 


together covering their six-mile trap — 
line, while Melville walks his two-! 
mile route alone. They start along 
their lines at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and make the trip every 24 
hours so the animals in the traps will 
not be mutilated by other animals,’ 
and so they will not suffer top long. 

The number. one and one-half 
steel traps used by the trappers are 
capable of catching skunks, opossum, 
muskrats, mink, weasels, and foxes. 


To date, Bianchi and Trafton have’ 
caught 23 skunks, nine opossum, 


and one weasel, while Melville has 
26 muskrats to his credit. 

Skunk skins sell at about $1.25, the 
trappers said, although a pure black 
skin is worth $1.50, Muskrats are 


worth from $1.75 to $2.25; mink, from | 
$6 to $12; and a $50 bounty is of- | 


fered by the state for all weasels 
killed. 
Muskrat traps are set on slides 


along river bahks, according*to the | 


trappers, and skunk traps are set 
along skunk trails. 
weasels and mink are baited with 
any kind of material that has blood 
on it. Although they have caught 
a good many cats-in their traps, the 
collegians said they have yet to 
“get” a dog.

Twelve Weeks Of 


Summer School 


New Arrangements 
To Allow Graduation 
Within Three Years 


If enough students want school 
during the summer, two terms of 
six weeks each will begin in June, 
according to.information on a tenta- 
tive plan released this week by 
President R. F. Galbreath. 


Incoming Freshmen could begin 
school next June and complete their 


* college work by February 1, 1945, 


or start to school in February, 1942, 
and fulfill requirements for gradu- 
ation by September, 1944. 

A three hour class during the 
summer session would meet five 
days a week for 114 hours a @ay. A 
two period examination would ‘be 
given at the end of the six-weeks 
term.

You can’t study as well, according 
to psychologists, who say it is im-- 
possible to do two things at once if 
both things require close attention. 

So the next time you are listening 
to Chet Smith’s sports program at 
the same time you're reading about 
the influence of Peter Abelard on 


medieval scholasticism, remember 
that you either will fail your next 
history quiz or get the football scores 
mixed up. 

One way to avoid confusion is to 
plan when you are going to listen to 
what, and stick as closely. as you can 
to that schedule, ~ 

To begin with;'start planning your 
schedule to inclide all kinds of pro- 
grams. There: are several early 


. morning programs which besides 


furnishing musig: that.wakes you up, 
give temperature, reponts and give the 
time every ten minutes which is a 
help when you're rushing to get to 
class. Unless you'se_ allergic to. war 


news, it’s a gopd ‘idea to know 
what’s going on, so schedule a news 
broadcast in the morning also. 


Most of the morning programs as 
well as a great many afternoon ones 
are ‘the “soap box opera” type such 

s “Our Gal Sunday”, and “When 
a Girl Marries” which the housewife 
can listen tp as she does her dishes, 
but which are disastrous as far as 
concentration is concerned, for a 
college student to listen to habitually. 
If you must listen to the radio in 
the morning, try to find music which 
isn’t too distracting.” 

Around 12 o’clock come the daily 
crop of news broadcasts, followed by 
more “soap box operas” until about 
2:30 or 3 o’clock when smal] stations 
like New Castle’s WKST or Sharpn’s 
WPIC sponsor short musical inter- 
vals. Pick a few of those and mark 


the time and station on a slip of 


paper. Then when you feel the urge 
to turn the radio on, look ‘and see 
what you have listed as music: that" 
will fit in with studying. ‘sD 
Perhaps if you’re wondering about! 
interiietional mesé,- you would 


like to listen to one of the hourly 
news broadcasts from the small 
stations. If you listen, close your 
book, ‘and, don’t open it until you’ve 
heard the program: 

To handle that problem.of even- 
ing programs you want to hear, es- 
timate how much time you have 
to spend. While you're listening to 
Lowell Thomas, or Chesterfield 
Time, or Bob Hope, plan to do other 
little tasks like cleaning shoes, 
mending, or fixing fingernails. Don’t 
spend more than your alloted time, 
however, Turn the radio off and 
study when you’ve heard your pro- 
gram, unless you have more tasks to 
do which do npt require your un- 
divided attentiori. If you mix radio 
listening and work other than study- 
ing, you'll not only save time but 
enjoy those tasks.

‘Td keep on teaching no matter 
how much money I had, and if I had 
plenty of leisure time I'd use it to 
do research,” concluded. Dr. Wal- 
cott as he picked up a small book 
titled “English Party Politics, 1688- 
1714,” by Dr. Robert Walcott, Jr., 
“like this.”

Ground School Class 
oe Twice A Week 


For Two Hours Credit 


Men students between the 
ages of 18 to 26, having at least 
30 semester hours credit, are 
eligible for enrollment in the 
Civilian Pilot Training course 
offered this semester, if: they 
meet the requirements set by 
the Civil Aeronautics Admini- 
stration, and pass a physical exami- 
nation. 

The class will meet in the former 
WAA room in the basement pf Hill- 
side, two nights a week, three hours 
each night, for two hours credit. In 
addition to the night meetings and 
work on a dismantled Cub plane and 


other equipment on the campus,« 


students pilots will fly at the New 
Castle airport under the direction of 
Pilot Findley Wilson. 

Students enrolled in the course 
are required to apply for flight train- 
ing in the United States army or 
navy at the completion of the class. 

Ground-school training will be of- 
fered in connection with the pilot 
training course. Anyone interested 
in navigation, meteorplogy, or work 
on airplane engines, and associated 
studies, may attend this course for 
two hours credit. 

The only cost to students will be 
transportation to and from the New 
Castle airport, as all expenses, in- 
cluding medical examination, will be 
paid by the government. 

Students registered in the’ first 
unit pf ten to take the aviation course 
are Ed Freeman, Clarence Greer, 
Jack Getty, Jack Neville, Bill Kin- 
ner, Ross McNeil, James Ludwig, 
Jack Cochran, Scovel Carlson, and 
Robert Erzinger.

Egyptian Art Pictures 
Displayed In Library 
Twenty five photographs of Egypt- 
ian art, including statues, reliefs, 
monuments and painting, are on 
display in the Exhibition room of 
the library. 


According to Prof. H. S. Brennan, 
art department head, these photo- 
graphs are a portion of a fine col- 
lection pf 4,000 made by two German 
scholars who studied Egyptian art.

Scarcity Of Defense Materials Is Felt 
As Westminster Gets Priority Rating 


How ‘is Westminster college affected by the new priorities 
laws occasioned by the participation by the United States in the 
war? 

“Well, first of all, everything the college buys costs more”, 
according to Business Manager Ross Ellis. “Prices were propor- 
tionately higher in the beginning months of this school year than 


they now are. This settling of prices S 


was due partly to the control of war 
hysteria and to the threat of govern- 
ment action.” 


Westminster has been given 
priority rating of A-10 for operating 
and maintenance necessities and in- 
Structional supplies. This means 
that the college can keep its plant 


going and, in case of breakdowns, 
can get new parts for repairs but 
cannot make any new additions. 
“We don’t know what we can get 
until we try,” Ellis said, “and even 
then we have to exhaust all possi- 
bilities, Having priority certificates 
does not mean getting the materials. 
It means that if the supply firms 
have it, you have a right to get it. ” 


The college has great difficulty in 
getting laboratory equipment, al- 
though. chemicals and equipment 
necessary for research work may be 


had. 

Shortages of rubber will greatly 
affect the school, Ellis predicted. Al- 
ready, track shoes ordered: last fall 
have just been shipped. Pencils 
with rubber erasers will probably 
no longer be made, he said. 


Ellis explained that anything fhe 


college ordered with metal in it 
might and might not be shipped. 
Plans for the installation of flood- 
lights on the new street in front of 
the gym had to be dropped because 
it was impossible to get the wire. 
Several new typewriters came in 
three months after they were order- 
ed. Small metal number-holders 
for Ferguson dining hall tables 
could not be procured without 
priority certificates, 

In the food line, the college is no 
longer able to buy pineapple, and 
spices and pther foodstuffs.that are 
imported are getting scarce and go- 
ing up in price.

Although women’s dormitories will 
close at 10 o’clock, a half hour earlier 
than usual, women’s regulations have 
been changed to allow freshmen 
women 8:30 permission, Monday. 
through Thursday, and upperclass 
girls 9:30 permission for the same 
evenings, it was announced this 
week. 

Going into effect this week, the 
new rules will be tried for the per- 
iod of one semester, the Dean of 
Women’s pffice stated. Reasons for 
the 10 o’clock closing of dormitories 
and the 9 o’clock closing of the li- 
brary are the acceleration of the col- 
lege’s program, with the need for 
more rest for students, and the nec- 
essity of saving electricity by earlier 
closing hours. 

Library cards and extra date 
nights will be room inspection have 
been discontinued. Extra date nights 
will be based only on _ scholastic 
standings of juniors and seniors. 

Instead. of 5:30 permission for 
going out of town on Sundays, un- 
der the new rules women may now 
return to their dormitories at 7. 
Friday and Saturday night permis- 
sion for freshmen is 10:30 and 11 
o'clock, respectively, but upper- 
class women may have 11 o’clock 
and 11:30 permission’ on these nights. 
These hours apply pnly if the stud- 
ents has a_ definite destination.

According to official statis- 
tics released by Miss Isabel 
Ramsey, Recorder, enrollment 
for the second semester totals 
636 students, a decrease of: 21 
under the registration number 
for the fall semester. 

As a result of draft require- 
ments, the number of men regis- 
trants decreased slightly, making a 
ratio of 362 women. to 274 men. The

“Human beings possess a very 
primitive anatomy. They do not 
have the advanced specialized struc- 
tures that mark such animals as the 
whale, the dog» and the cat,” he 
pointed out.

Believes That ‘Life Begins At Seventy’

. “You can call your interview “Methuselah on the Campus”, 
Dr. S. M. Zwemer, current speaker for Week of Prayer services, 
told a Holcad reporter who found him loitering in Ferguson Hall 
At seventy-five he is vigorous, with only lightly grayed hair and a 
strong determined face, which-seems to show the secrets of his 
successful years spent in the missionary fields of Arabia and 


Egypt. 

Complimenting Westminster hos- 
pitality in the finest manner he 
knew, Dr. Zwemer classed it as be- 
ing truly “Arabian”. Astonished that 
many students have identified him 
entirely with the Mohammedans, he 
remonstrated that he had spent 
seventeen years in Cairo, Egypt, 


' teaching in the theological seminary, 


lecturing, and organizing a study 
center for missionaries, after his 
twenty-three years in Arabia. 

Dr. Zwemer is the author of 
forty-eight books, the last one of 
which is “The Cross Above the 
Crescent”. They have been trans- 
lated into Dutch, German, French, 
Arabic, Chinese, and Spanish. To 
him “the printed page has more in- 
fluence than the spoken word”, and 
he has found the greatest enjoyment 
in reading and writing his, many 
tracts, books, and pamphlets. Some 
years ago he issued a booklet :en- 
titled “Life Begins At Seventy” 
which he believes may reveal the 
secret of perpetual youth. He says 
that “at seventy we are heirs to the 
past, but no less do we hold in trust 
a heritage for the future . . .” 

In March, 1940, Dr. Zwemer mar- 
ried the present charming, gray- 
haired Mrs. ‘Zwemer, who is the 
president of the Friendly League for 
Christian Service, an organization to 
help »business women, which oper- 
ates in lower New York. Dr. and 
Mrs. Zwemer have their permanent 
residence at 33. Fifth Avenue, New 
York City. 


Endlessly energetic and possessed 


of a vast understanding of litera- 
ture, both contemporary and classi- 
cal, Dr. Zwemer has many sources 
from which to draw the references 
of poetry and prose which stud his 


sermons, He believes that there is 
no great fundamental difference be- 
tween the youth of the Near East 
and the youth pf the United States 
in their desire for Christianity, ex- 
cept that here a tonic is needed to 
revive the old faith, while there 
they are hungry to learn.

5. Practice mental hygiene; avoid 
excessive worry and. war hy- 
steria. Use your own judge- 
ment about war reports, and 
take things in your stride. 

6. Finally in regard to the extra 
study necessary because of the 
stepped-up semesters and class- 
es, concentrate your study into 
1 to 2 hour periods, then follow 
up with a period of complete 
relaxation before a sécond period 
of study 

“These rules of health,” states Miss 

Sittig, “are good in war or peace, 
but it,takes a drastic thing like war 
to point out their value and im- 
portance.”

Coordination And Endurance Stressed ; 
In Training Victorious Tank Squads 


Co-ordination and endurance are the goals sought in train- 
ing a swimming team, said Joe Ferris, Westminster swimming 


coach. 


“A swimmer may have perfect stroking and form, but still 
not be worth a cent to a team in a meet if he has not been train- 
ing regularly. Swimming is one sport where the participant must 


practice and keep in shape if he is @ 


to make any showing”, said Ferris. 


Following this principle, the West- 
team started tri-weekly 
workouts at the beginning of the 
school year, months before the first 
meet was scheduled. Opening with 
light workouts of bobbing up and 
down for breath coordination and 
slow swims to get limbered up, the 
squad has now worked up to swim- 
ming two miles daily. They also put 
time on practicing turns and starts. 
The two mile swim is divided into 
three parts; the regular stroke, that 
is, the stroke the participant. will use 
in meets, kicking exercises only, and 
arm stroking only. After swimming 
a mile and a half using their regular 
stroke, the men then use only the 
kick, and push a float along the sur-

this, they fasten an inflated rubber 
float about their legs, and swim 
about a half mile using only their 
arms to pull. 

Many times individual swimmers 
will have either a weak kick or de- 
fective arm motion. Ih these cases, 
their exercising is changed to cor- 
rect and aid in overcoming their 
weaknesses. 

After weeks of these long swims, 
the team ends up. with speed sprints 
in their individual events. They 
practice these to become accustomed 
to the length of the event, and to 
develop a speed schedule for the dif- 
ferent laps.

ation for meets, Coach Ferris said 
that they do nothing byt dive. They 
practice their individual dives over 
and over, until they are perfect.

Surabaya, where he stopped for 
just a very short time, is the great 
naval base that his history students 
know is being bombed now; and the 
peaceful Java has since developed a 
nationalist movement, 

Although his stays at these cities 
in today’s news were very short, 
said Dean Kelso, they did prove a 
decided aid for his course now, be- 
cause'a mental picture, first-hand, 
of foreign people and places could 
certainly be no hindrance to any 
professor,

rosin dust has to spread evenly over 
the copper. plate. - 

“And just when you get it nicely 
spread,|a sneeze is sure to spoil the 
whole thing and you have to start 
all over again,” smilingly comments 
expert Reed. 

Then) the artist draws in his pic- 
ture with a needle like instrument, 
cutting through the rosin covering 
to the copper. In Aquatinting, nitric 
acid is used for the acid bath.

CAPITOL TO CAMPUS 
Ramspeck Bill Means. More Jobs 
Available For College Men, Women

JOBS 

The Civil Service commission faces a tremendous 
task, Recent passage of the Ramspeck amendment 
brings 85 per cent of federal jobs—an all-time high—- 
under commission scrutiny. Workers in non-war agen- 
cies must be -funneled into at-war agencies. Count- 
less new workers must be found and dovetailed into the 
government army. : 

This means thousands of potential jobs for col- 
lege people, whose specialized training is eagerly 
sought. Often the government is stepping in, 
through civil service, to give college people on- 
the-job training—“majors” in lines where they are 
needed most. 1 

An example is ithe recent move to, enlist college 
women for “men’s work.” As laboratory aides in army 
arsenals, they inspect guages used in testing ordnance 
materials: Co-eds who wish such jobs should have at 
least two years of college work, including some physics, 
chemistry and trigonometry, The goal of civil service 
is 100 girls a month for the next 10 months. Initial pay, 
$1620 annually. 

If you were one of the some 16,000 college 
people who filed with civil service last month for 
a “junior professional assistant” job, it may inter- 
est you to know the exams won’t be given until this 
spring. April’s the best guess. 


OPEN SEASON 

It’s open} season “indefinitely” on seniors and 
graduates in| chemistry, physics and engineering. So 
hot is the pursuit that civil service has abandoned com- 
petitive examinations in these fields—probably for 


‘the duration., Simply show on your application blanks 


that you have had requisite training. In the case of 
successful candidates who are seniors, “provisional ap- 
pointments” will be made. Which means jobs, come 
spring and graduation. 


Others of Uncle Samuel’s favorite nephews and 
nieces are economists. Currently favored are those 
with at’least two years of graduate work or ex- 
perience. Successful application through civil ser- 
vice may bring a job paying from $2,600 to $5,600.

It is unlikely, according to national Selective Ser- 
vice headquarters, that any student in the 20-year-old 
draft age group will be called up before June, The lot- 
tery isn’t untill March. New draft registrants won’t be 
completely classifield until sometime in May.

Hocus-Pocus... 


Tricks Seem Difficult But Are Simple, 
Explains Magician-Professor Biberich 


“My four-year-old son catches on to magic tricks quicker 


than college professors,” 


says Mr. Walter Biberich, German pro- 


fessor and authority on magic, whose tricks in chapel last Tues- 


day had everyone puzzled. 


Mr. Biberich explained that magic, although it seems very 
difficult’ and far above the preence of observers, is really 


quite simple, sometimes enabling 


childrén and persons of a lower in- 
tellectual level to see right through 
the trick. 

Mr. Biberich’s career as a magi- 
cian began about 14 years ago when 
he began talking to a minister in 
whose church he was to preach the 
mext morning. Somehow the con- 
versation got around to magic. They 
talked until 2 o’clock that morning, 
and that, Mr. Biberich says, “was 
my real start in magic”. 

No one has ever actually shown 
Mr. Biberich how to perform a mag- 
ic trick. He learned all of his mag- 
ic from a three-year correspondence 
course given by Dr. Tarbell of Chi- 
cago, who since Thurston’s death, 


“is the greatest living magician”. 


Gradually Mr. Biberich collected 
an amazing amount of “props” used 
in magic tricks, and joined the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Magi- 
cians. He became so expert at the 
art that today he can do any trick 
done by another magician, except 
those involving special gadgets which 
the inventor of the trick keeps a 


» secret,

“Every magic trick is perfect’, 
according to Mr. Biberich, “and if 
anything goes wrong, ‘it is because 
the magician has been careless in 
the preparation of the trick. Tricks 
should be handled more carefully 
than a raw egg.”

Henderson Studies 
Scholars’ Records 


What happens to “exceptionally , 
able” highschool graduates? 


_ Sociology Instructor David Hen-— 


derson in a dissertation written for 
graduate work at the University 
of Pittsburgh, has attempted to ans- 
wer this question. This he did by 
making a study of youths of unusual 
intelligence who, from 1921 to 1935, 
were honored by the Allegheny 
County Civic club for their scholas- 
tic ability. ‘ 

From questionnaires sent to 460 
youths and answered by 308, Hen- 
derson found that after graduating 
from college, more than two-thirds 
of them were never unemployed. 
More than half of those unemployed, 
stated that they had been jobless for 
periods’ of less than four months. - 

About 63 per cent of the exception- 
al students were employed at occu- 
pations for which they had prepared 
themselves at college. Ninety-two 
of them had received pay raises or 
promotions since they began work- 
ing. 

More than half of those question- 
ed reported that they were taking 
part in community service activities, 
including church, scout, civic, and 
social club work.

New Ruling Facilitates Transfers 
Of Workers To More Suitable Jobs

Jobs 

The President’s recent executive order to federal 
agencies has important implications for college stud- 
ents. Briefly, the purpose is to convert government 
to war work—and that speedily—by loosening hiring 
requirements, and by facilitating transfers from agency 
to agency. 

This means. greater efforts than ever will be 

;made immediately to put college people into jobs 

for which they are trained. And if they find their 
| jobs do not suit their talents, the order makes it 
unnecessary for them to get their superior’s per- 
mission to transfer to another agency—so long as 
the agency to which they are going is considered 
more important to the war effort than the one they 
are leaving. 

Previously an agency could hold the employee who 
wanted to transfer. Some bureaucrats clung to the 
prerpgative despite the urgency of war work in other 
agencies. 

The order also does away with almost all Civil 
Service Commission examinations. Hiring will be 
done on the basis of training and experience. 

One thing about the order, in case “you are inter- 
ested in long-term employment: new employees have 
no assurance their jobs will last once the war is at an 
end.

ment men have a way of upsetting old habit-patterns.

He promptly labeled that drawer of 
the file “Things,” and went calmly on about his 
business,

has it that men married since Dec. 8, 1941; cannot be 
deferred on the basis of dependency unless they “prove 
the status was acquired under circumstances beyond 
the registrant’s control.”

Aviation Students 
Get Flight Lessons 


Ground Work Tearhes 
Uses Of Equipment 


‘Actual flying instruction is well 
underway for the nine Civilian Pilot 
Training enrollees of Westminster, 
who are testing their wings under 
pilot Stan Farrell at the New Castle 
airport. 

With flying time limited to half- 
hour hops, the student pilots begin 
their work on. the ground by first 
familiarizing themselves with the 
handling of plane equipment. 
Ground lessons entailed learning the 
proper procedure for fastening safety 
belts, distinguishing instruments and 
the position of the controls, and un- 
dertaking the knack of buckling on 
a parachuje. 

After taxiing the dual-controlled 
Cub up to the runway to get the 
feel of the ship, the student takes to 
the air and learns how to make 
simple turns as the first step in flight 
training. With eight hours of dual 
instruction the .student is ready to 
solo; a total pf 35 hours flying time 
is required for obtaining a private 
pilot’s license. 

Having already completed their 
solo flights, Jack Getty and Ross 
McNeil lead the CPT unit for total 
time in the air. Number of flying 
hours credited to the nine student 
pilots at the present time are as fol- 
lows: Ross McNeil, 12 hours; Jack 
Getty, 10; Clarence Greer, 5; Jake 
Cochran, 3%; James Ludwig, 3%;

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Radioman Dave Harbin Tells Trials 
Of Backstage Orchestra Interviews

Backstage at Sharon’s Columbia theatre, three musicians in 
their “zoot” suits were idly jamming away on “Sonny Boy”. At 
various angles about them other band boys were smoking cigar- 
ettes, cracking jokes, horsing around until curtain time in fifteen 
minutes. These backstage interviews with famous bandleaders 
are not exactly new with me, but I still haven’t done so many that 


I feel like the Voice of Vox Pop. 

One minute to go before this little 
informal chat with Tommy. Tucker 
begins, and the sax section has clus- 
tered at my elbow to begin tuning 
up. There’s the signal from the en- 
gineer and I begin. “Good afternoon, 
This is Dave Harbin 
greeting you 
from backstage 
of the, ete.” 
Reading this 
and pushing 
through fifteen 
musicians to 
the leader’s 
dressing room, 
while still try- 
ing to keep a 
mike near your mouth is quite a 
strain. Finally, upon reaching 
Tommy’s dressing table and intro- 
ducing him to the radio audience, 
the interview begins with the stand- 
ard questions and the usual hub- 
bub, 

During the questioning the band- 
leader might be doing anything. 
Tommy Tucker happened to be put- 
ting make-up on, but I remember 
that Gus Armheim was shaving, 
Gene Krupa was having his colored 
valet help him on with a shirt and 
suit, and Paul Whiteman was climb- 
ing into a yellow tuxedo. The an- 
nouncer just has to “follow the 
leader” from one end of the room to 
the other. 

Certain questions may be applied 
to the lives of any dance orchestra 
leader. “How did you get your start 
in music?” “Do you think that swing 
is here to stay?” “What kind of 
music do you like to play most?” 
“How is the army affecting your 
boys?” The questioning is of the 
cut and dried variety. 

The real fun is to have the indi- 
vidual band-leaders tell the unusual 
incidents in their lives, For instance, 
Gene Krupa studied intently a series 
of drum: recordings made in the 
Belgian Congo; Gus Arnheim started 
to play in a four piece band, with 
Abe Lyman on the drums; Abe 
Lyman, until. the draft, had made 
only one change in the personnel of 
his band in 10 years; Paul White- 
man was breaking up his band after 
leaving Sharon; Tommy Tucker was 
a Phi Beta Kappa man in college. 

Every leader I’ve talked to, which 
includes all the above mentioned, 
plus Duke Ellington, Enoch Light, 
Tommy Reynolds, Charlie Spivak, 
Charley Teagarden, and a score of 
lesser knowns, has ‘Iéd an interesting 
life in. the music world, and has 
formed definite ideas on what popu- 
lar music should be like.

Retain Deferment | 
Selective Boatils Ask 


Continuous Training 


College students may con- 
tinue to be deferred until com- 
pletion of their training if they 
are preparing for work in any 
field which is necessary to war 
production or the support. of 
the war effort, the National 
headquarters of the Selective 
Service System announced this week. 

“Necessary men”, according to the 
release, included those in training 
and preparation for “any industry, 
business, employment, agricultural 
pursuit, governmental service, or 
other service or endeavor” which 
will aid the war effort. This means 
that science students listed in the 
first deferment plan, those training 
for work in chemistry, physics, pre-| 
engineering, pre-medical, and pre-| 
dental, Will continue to be deferred, 
and in some cases business admini-' 


stration majors may be allowed to| 


complete their course. In all cases, 
the final decision is up to the local 
board. 


Although not stating definitely | 
that summer school would be re-| 


quired of all those seeking defer- 


ment, the official bulletin said that’ 


to secure deferment it will be nec- 


essary to “provide evidence of con-. 


tinuous training and preparation un- 
til such perparation is completed.” 


Another provision not yet definite’ 


provides that a student must reach 
“approximately the close of the sec- 
ond academic year of his college 
work” before he becomes eligible 


for deferment on the grounds of a) 


“necessary man”. 


The Selective Service commission | 


believes that until the end of his 
sophomore year the sti:dent will not 


have demonstrated his ability and | 


intention to carry on work vital to 


the war effort. At present this quali- | 


fication is being revised.

- An Economic Analysis 
In order to give students an 


understanding of the economic 
problems involved in the pres- 


ent war, and an appreciation: 


of how ‘America can most ef- 
fectively accomplish her eco- 
nomic objectives during the 
war and in negotiating a peace, 
a new course, the Economics 
of War, is being offered during the 
coming summer session. Teaching 
this course, Economics 310, will be 
Professors McKee, Graebner, and 
Brettholle. Ne 

The course will be offered in both 


‘sessions of the summer term, and 
will include study of the economic 
‘causes and objectives of the war; 


methods of maximizing production 
of war essentials; labor policies, con- 
sumer questions, and_ price’ fixing 
problems during the war; methods 
of financing the war; and post-war 
international economic reconstruc- 
tion. 

Economics department head Mc- 
Kee will teach thé causes and ob- 
jectives, financing and reconstruc- 
tion phases of the course, while the 
production and labor-policies angle 
will be covered by Mr. Brettholle. 
Mr. Graebner will instruct classes 
in the consumer and price-fixing 
problems during the war. 

A panel discussion will be held: 
by the three professors at the be- 
ginning -of the course, in which an 
outline of the course, its aims, its 
content, and its method will be 


given. At the last meeting there will’ 
be another discussion to summarize _ 


the material. 

No course pre-requisite is requir- 
ed, and all students with one year 
or more in college will be admitted.

' War Department May Issue Call For 


First, Second Age Groups June 1

WAR... 

WASHINGTON—(ACP)—More than 5 per cent of 
the nation’s 20-year-olds who registered in the last 
draft are college students—some 136,700 of them. They 
were assigned order numbers March 17 and prospects 
of an early military career are very real for most of 
them. 

The War Department says that beginning June 
1, quotas will probably call for men in both the 
first (21-35) age group and the second age group 
(20-year-olds and 36-45 year olds). ; 

Local boards have been instructed to mail question- 
naires to registrants in the second age group in “suf- 
ficient numbers to insure filling of the June call en- 
tirely from this age group if necessary.” ; 
JOBS... 

Secretary of War Stimson has announced that 
100,000 men and women will be trained for civilian 
war jobs—inspectors at Government factories, 
depots and arsenals;: production workers, etc.— 
in Government and State-owned schools. Students 
will be paid $900 to $1,440 a year while in training. 
(Men trained must be “outside” Selective Ser- 
vice requirements.) 

Civil Service here in Washington virtually as- 
sures stenographers a job within one week of filing an 
application. Within the next few weeks Civil Service 
must furnish 1,000 stenographers to Washington war 
agencies.

Westminster ‘Honor Rol? Grows Longer 
As More Men Enlist In Army And Navy 


Each week the “Honor roll” of Westminster men in the armed 
services grows longer as it is read to the Sunday night Chapel 
group, indicating that Westminster is doing her part in the war. 

With the inclusion of the ten men. who left on April 23 as the 
first Wéstminster Naval Air unit, the number of former West- 
minster students in the armed forces totals over 115. 

This number will probably reach close to 200 by next year, 


for in the last draft registration alone @

72 men now in school were register- 
ed. Included in this 72—9 freshmen, 
26 sophomores, and 37 juniors. 

Some of these students can be de- 
ferred if they are in scientific and 
engineering courses and have the 
necessary good grades to assure the 
local draft boards they would be 
mpre valuable in school. - Others 
may take advantage of the Navy plan 
of enlisting under V-7 classification 
and entering the Navy immediately 
after graduation, joining the Marines, 
which also will permit graduation 
in many cases, or waiting for par- 
ticulars on the new Army plan 
which promises to be similar to the 
V-7 plan of the navy. 

The men to go into service will 
probably be distributed somewhat 
like the _Westminster men serving 
now. Those soldiers, sailors, and 
airmen are found in the Army Air 
Corps, the Naval Air Corps, Marine 
stations, Cavalry units, 
Medical Detachments, and the Signal 
Intelligence Service. 

The majority, however, may be 
found in camps all over the nation, 
where they are training for active 
duty. An examination of names on 
the “honor roll” shows men in 
Panama, Virginia, Kansas, Missis- 
sippi, Maryland, Alabama, New 
‘Mexico, Florida, Texas, California, 
South Carolina, Arkansas ... and 
nearly every other state, A few are 
even in Hawaii.

Student Self-Help Plan Under NYA 
May Become Newest War Casualty

WASHINGTON—(ACP)—Student self-help under 
NYA may become a war casualty unless it can prove 
itself a war-time necessity. 

When the President asks Congress soon for 
funds to operate NYA and CCC during: the coming 
fiscal year, he will probably suggest that the war 
functions of the two agencies be merged, and that 
their peace-time functions be scrapped. 

NYA Director Aubrey Williams, as well as several 
educators, has done a good job of defending NYA be- 
fore members of the Senate committee, He told them 
that (a) most of the machine tools in NYA training 
shops were obtained before priorities: went into effect, 
and (b) that a month before the general newspaper at- 
tack against NYA started the agency had begun inven- 
tory of its shops for machine tools that might be turned 
over to war industries.

race, thus carrying on tradition 
which goes back many years. 

A search through the dusty Argo 
files show that the first mention of 
any observation of May Day, a holi- 
day celebrated by the ancient Ro- 
mans and popular Medieval and Tu- 
dor England when everyone went 
“a-Maying”, was in 1907 with a 
“Maypole Dance at the Hillside”. 

May Queen—1912 
May Day in 1912 became a little 


‘ more elaborate than that beginning, 


with the first record of a May Queen. 
A full description of the ceremony 
was given in the 1914 year book: 
“Freshman girls were suitably 
dressed : . . in green to represent 
spring; sophomore girls were wintry 
in their red capes trimmed with 
“ermine” and enjoyed throwing 
snowballs at a very real looking 
snow man in the center of the square 
formed by the drill; junior girls in 
pumpkin yellow represented Aut- 
umn. Thus the first large May Day 
celebration on Westminster’s cam- 
pus was a festival of the seasons, 
with the senior girls dancirfg around 
the Maypole in “summery white 
robes of a Grecian effect”. 
Old Soldiers Entertained 


As the years passed, the May 
Day exercises became more elabo- 
rate, and the custom was for Hill- 
side girls to entertain the old sol- 
diers on May Day. The procession 
from Hillside to the campus in 1915 
for the crowning pf the queen was 
led by “stately old soldiers in uni- 
forms”, the Queen of the May. and

harrowing escape from the Na-

Mr. Broch illustrates his lec- 
ture with slides, and his) exciting 
experiences are being compiled into 
a book which will soon be off the 
press. 


Norway’s youngest mayor, and the 
son of the War Minister in the for- 
mer Norwegian” government, Mr. 
Broch has the reputation of being 
one of his country’s most brilliant 
speakers. if 

In the space of two months, Mr: 
Broch saw the prosperous Arctic 
circle city of 10,000, Narvik, leveled 
by German bombers, witnessed. the 
German capture of the city, the re- 
capture by the British, French and 
Norwegians. When the allies aban- 
doned the city, Mr. Broch was again 
interned by the Germans. 

Twice coridemned to death by the 
Germans, the Narvik mayor escaped 
to Sweden, and came to the United 
States by way of Russia, Siberia 
and Japan. 

Mr. Broch can give first hand in- 
formation on the conditions in Nor- 
way, which is still in the hands of 
the Nazi conquerors. Before his 


second arrest, he was forced to work , 


with the Germans, evacuating wo- 
men and children from danger 
zones, and repairing transportation 
facilities.

BOOKS 


In The Stacks

Among the collection of nearly 
700 books sent to the McGill library 
from the library in Ashtabula, Ohio, 
are many old books which look like 
collectors’ items. 

“Inklings for Thinklings” is an 
amusing little book full of quaint 
thoughts and quainter drawings; 
“The Lady’s Wreath, an Illustrated 
Annual”, published in 1852 is full 
of lithograph prints, songs, stories 
typical of the 19th century; and a 
book dating from 1827 and titled 
“The Literary Souvenir or Cabinet 
of Poetry and Romance” contains 
poems, pictures and short articles. 
One poem was written by “S. T, 
Coleridge, Esq.”, and one old print 
is a picture of Lord Byron. 

Another intriguing title is “Tav- 
ern Anecdotes”, written in 1881. 
Equally inviting is’ “Everyday Life 
Among the Headhunters”, which 
promises exciting reading. 











An odd book is Lafcadio Hearn’s . 


“Some Chinese Ghosts”, which is 
a collection of some selections from 
Chinese mythology. These six leg- 
ends are so totally different from 
anything in occidental literature 


that the approximate hour and a . 
- half it takes to finish reading this 


slim volume is well spent. The book 
is not new, but if you’ve never seen 
or heard of it, it will offer a pleas- 
ant bit of out-of-the-ordinary read- 
ing. 

Also unusual; although not a new 
book, is Oscar Wilde’s “The Picture 
of Dorian Grey”. It is the story of 
a man who was vain . . . so terribly 
vain that he wished he would never 
grow old. So instead, all the evil- 
ness in Dorian Grey’s life showed 
up in the picture a famous artist 
had painted of him. How the story 
ended is both odd and impossible, 
but somehow it leaves you with a 
feeling that it was the only ending 
that could make the story “right”. 
For a shivvery few hours of reading, 
take “Dorian Grey” off the -library 
shelves. 

All these books are odd and dif- 
ferent books; ‘which makes them 
readable and different.

The best way to keep chubs away 
from your worms isto skitter with 
them; that is, cast them and re- 








trieve them in short jerks. Then 
recast and repeat the’ process, This 
will also at times anger the lazy 
trout into striking. 

It’s best to fish the pools at night 
and the faster waters in midday. 
With this moon out, you should be 
able to. get in some grand night 
fishing. For best results in trout 
fishing I always used very small 
flies, with a very fine leader. Some- 
times this doesn’t mean much be-. 
cause just the ppposite will work. 

Try experimenting with different 
baits. The Mickey Finn or any 
small red and white bucktail will 
be good for a few weeks. But as 
the weather gets warmer, and the 
stream goes down, it will be abso- 
hitely necessary to use a- longer 
leader and a small fly. Size 14 is my 
favorite. The next time any of 
you readers have some spare time, 
don’t spend it all in study. Go down

Mrs. McConagha, who directed 
many of the May Day festivals, also 
had charge of the last of the series 
of very elaborate ones. In 1929 
“The Proving of the Princess, a 
Pageant of the Sea Kingdom”, was 
the celebration for which 1,215 tick- 
ets were sold to outsiders anxious 
to see the May Queen cerempny.

Sugar Ration Stamps From Registrars

College students as well as townspeople have made the New 
Wilmington high school an important spot on their ‘‘must-visit” 
lists during the week, for no one wants to be caught without a 
sugar rationing book when rationing starts in a few days. 
In two days, 1040 local residents had questions such as 
“Weight?” “Height?” “Name?” asked of them by. teachers of the 


local high school, who wrote down e— 


the information and dutifully re- 
copied it into a rationing book con- 
taining 28 sugar-rationing stamps. 
Student teachers from Westminster 
have also been assisting in the regis- 
tration. Over 1600 people were regis- 
tered by the time Thursday evening, 
the deadline, came. 


Youngest applicant for a sugar 
rationing book, according to Mr. 
Walt Whitman, principal pf the New 
Wilmington high school, was “Doc 
Black’s baby”, and the oldest a 94- 
year-old woman from the Overlook. 

The Amish from the surrounding 
countryside did not get their ration- 
ing books at the high school, but at 
their own schools. 

“War Ration Book One” indicates 
that there may be other rationing 
registrations in the near future, but 
according to Mr. Whitman, it won’t 
be next week. For western Pennsyl- 
vania, according to the latest infor- 
mation, is not included in the gaso- 
line rationing zone. 


Mr. Whitman’s office phone keeps 
ringing continually with people 
wondering all sorts of things about 
the rationing plan—what questions 
they have to answer, and how long 
the rationing registration will go on.

from “Do blue-eyed people need

Speaker Tells Of 





Broch Looks To U. S. 
For World’s Safety 


Speaking before a good-sized 
crowd at the college chapel last Mon- 
day night, Theodor Brpch, | Nor- 
wegian refugee, told of his native 
country’s invasion by the Nazis in 
the spring of 1940, and of his escape 
after having been captured twice. 

Broch held the audience spell- 
bound with his moving description 

the invasion. “It is not true that 

e Norwegians did not resist”, he 
Said, “but we are not a war-minded 
people, and we had only two months 
in which to learn the art of war”. 

Mayor of Narvik, a town of 10,- 
000 above the Arctic Circle, Broch 
was condemned to death twice, once 
for sabotage, and once for helping 
the British. The first time he was 
reprieved; the second time he es- 
caped, and made his way through 
Sweden, Russia, Siberia, and Japan 
to this country. Narvik was captur- 
ed by the Nazis in a surprise attack 
on April 9, 1940; and was retaken by 
the British a short time later, but 
they. were forced to evacuate, and 
the Germans came back again. “The 
Nazis have tried to force their ‘néw 
order’ on us”, Broch said, “but have 
had little success”. 

“Norway looks to the United States 
for. deliverance”, the speaker con- 
cluded.“Only a happy people can 
solve the world's problems, and you 
are a happy people...

College Purchases 
Recording System 


Machine Transcribes 
Half-Hour Programs 


A thousand-dollar high-fidel- 
ity recording machine, to be 
used to assist in teaching music 
and speech as well as for re- 
cording pvlays,and concerts, has 
been purchased by the college, 
the Speech and Music depart- 
ments announced this week. 


The equipment includes a 
sensitive recording unit, (reputedly 
the best yet developed), a speaking 
unit, and a public address system 
that can’ be used in Chapel for 
speakers. 

Records may be made on the re- 
corder to furnish a fifteen-minute 
program; if both sides of the record 
are used, a full half-hour program 
may be recorded. 

No definite program has been set 
up for the use of the new apparatus, 
but many’ possibilities have been 
considered, Plays, choir and band 
concerts may be recorded to send 
to radi studios for ‘transcribed 
broadcasts, or to organizations for 
entertainment material, There is a 
possibility that future debate teams 
will carry on their contests by mailed 
records, if transportation difficulties 
make it impossible for the teams to 
travel.

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Harvard Professor Lists 
Benefits Of College 


ETTER| THAN ANY editorial to a gradu? . 


ating class is the quotation of LeBaron 
Russel Briggs, long-time prdfessor at Harvard, 
summarizing from his varied experiences what 
college can offer to the young man or woman. 

“At college, if you have lived right, you 
have found enough learning to make you hum- 
ble, enough friendship to make your hearts 
large and warm, enough culture to teach you 
the refinement of simplicity, enough wisdom 
to.keep you sweet in povertl and temperate in 
wealth.

Westminster students subscribe to a health 
‘plan, and receive medical selrvice from the col- 
lege nurses and a local doctor upon the com- 
pulsory payment of a health fee amounting to 
three dollars a semester. ‘Aj few students take 
an unfair advantage of this plan and run to 
the. doctor every time they| get a pain; others 
go only when they are reallly sick; and a great 
many of the students don’} go at all. The 
healthy students are paying six dollars a year 
for which they get absolutely nothing in return. 
Someone is making a lot of clear profit, and 
although it is basically a good plan a great 
many students are donating money to some- 
one’s bankroll. ; 

Any college health plan which deserves 
the name ‘should require compulsory tests for 
syphilis of all incoming students, and retests 
at least once a year for everyone enrolled in 
the student body or on the faculty.

Trout F ishing Is Fun But Pan Fishing 
Can Be Substituted During Vacation

School is out and many of us will have leisure time on our hands. About 
the best way I know to spend the vacation is by going out to fish. Not nec- 
essarily trout fishing, for pan fishing can be just as much fun. Try it. All 


lakes and ponds have pan fish. 


There are perch, bass, pickerel, calico bass, 


strawberry eyes, (rock 


bass) and sun fish—all fine eating, and all fun to catch if you go 


about it in the right way. 

My favorite method for taking 
bass is to cast, using..an injured 
minnow, the top water model. Its 
small propellors cause a disturbance 
on the surface like that of an injured 
fish. This is sure fire to those savage 
large-mouth bass. They can’t resist 
it. 

This plug works best late in the 
evening or very early in the morn- 
ing, At night the white one seems 
to be best, and for day fishing I like 
the perch scale model. For the most 
pleasure use a five foot casting rod 
with a smooth running reel, and 
abput a sixteen pound test silk cast- 
ing line. 

For peckerel use the samé tackle 
as the one for bass, but change the 
plug for a red and white spoon. The

Can Be Substituted During Vacation

School is out and many of us will+dhave leisure time on our hands. About 
the best way I know to spend the yacation is by going out to fish. Not nec- 
essarily trout fishing, for pan fishing can be just as much fun. Try it. All 


lakes and ponds have pan fish. 


There are perch, bass, pickerel, calico bass,

strawberry eyes, (rock 


bass) and sun fish—all fine eating, and all ‘fun to catch if you go

about it in the right way. 

My favorite method for -taking 
bass is to cast, using an injured 
minnow, the top water model. Its 
small propellors cause a disturbance 
on the surface like that of an injured 
fish. This is sure fire to those savage 
large-mouth bass. They can’t resist 
it. | 
This plug works best late in the 
evening or very early in the morn- 
ing. At night the white one seems 
to be best, and for day fishing I like 
the perch scale model. For the most 
pleasure use a five foot casting rod 
with a smooth running reel, and 
about a sixteen pound test silk cast- 
ing line. 


For peckerel use the. same tackle 


as the one for bass, but change the 
plug for a red and white spoon. The

Enrollment Shows 
Slight Decrease 


600 Registered For 
Present Semester 


College enrollment for the first 
semester} has dropped to 600, a de- 
crease of 57 students under the 
number of students registered for 
the first semester of 1942, according 
to the figures released by Miss Isabel 
Ramsey, Recorder. 

This year’s senior graduating class 
will be smaller than last year’s rec- 
ord class of approximately 122, for 
the present class numbers 93 stud- 
ents, some of whom will be gradu- 
ated in January. Of the seniors, the 
men number 45, and the women 48. 

Of the total enrollment, 338 are 
women student4, while the men 
claim only 262 of the 600 students. 
This dropping off of the number of 
men students was expected by col- 
lege officials because of the draft 
and the opportunity for jobs in in- 
dustry. 

The 98 juniors are about equally 
divided as there are 47 women and 
42 men, but the 150 sophomores 
have a predominance of women since 
they have 92 co-eds and pnly 58 
collegians. 

Incoming freshmen number 259, 
of whom 149 are women, 110 men 
students, The special students, nine 
in number, include two women and 
seven men. | 

New students, 226 of them, are 
133 men and 93 women and include 
students from all except the Senior 
class. Former students make up 
the balance of the enrollment: 374 
students, 205 men and 169 women, #e- 
turned to college this fall. 





Enlisted Reserve 


Men To Be Called 


All, or most, of the college students 
in the Army Enlisted Reserve will 
be called to service at the end of the 
first semester after they reach Se- 
lective Service age, according to 4 
bulletin received by Dean Kelso 
from the American Council of Edu- 
cation, 

The bulletin, which quoted a state- 
ment by Secretary of War Stimson, 
says this change, caused by the in- 
creasing seriousness of the war, does 
not mean the end of all higher edu- 
cation for the duration. War pro-~- 
duction industries need men of 
specialized training, and the army 
neéds men trained in engineering 
and other sciences. Plans are being 
worked out for further training for 
those who are inducted, but until 
they are called to active service, men 
in the A. E. R- C. should continue 
with their studies. 

There is as yet no change in the 
Navy V-1 and V-7 program. 

Several bills have| been proposed 
for lowering the Selective Service 
age, but probably no legislation will 
be enacted until 1943, and they may 
lower the age limit to 19 rather than 
18.

and then playing the selection by 
familiarity with the keyboard. 

All class notes are taken in braille 


‘and later typed. Two perforated 


metal sheets the width of compos- 
ition paper, hinged to open like a 
book, describe the braille stylus. 
Manilla weight paper is inserted and 
words are punched out with a point- 


brary, furnish Miss Verner with a 
portion of her outside reading. These 
books may be borrowed and return~ 
ed as any library book. 

Among the books which Dorothy 
has had is “Gone With The Wind.” 
Eighty records were required to 
make a complete recording of this 
lengthy novel. Each side plays 
fifteen minutes, 

Miss Verner is a graduate of the 
Western Pennsylvania School for the 
Blind, in Pittsburgh, whete she par- 
ticipated in sports and ‘sétlal events.

Explain Reserves 
In Special Chapel 


Army, Navy, & Marine 
Officer Training Plans 
Call For College Men 


“The army, navy, and ma- 
rines need high calibre officers: 
men with education, to fill the 
places made in the new military 
expansion programs.” So West- 
minster men were told in a 
special chapel yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The army offers college men 
the Enlisted reserve; from this 
they can enter any army corps they 
desire. The “call to active duty” may 
mean a call to také some specialized 
line of study in preparation for mili- 
tary work; or it may mean a call 
to actual combat, the representative 
stated. In 1943, only freshmen will 
be permitted to enroll in this classi- 
fication. 


Men may become part of the naval 
reserve through either V-1, V-5, or 
V-7. V-1 is the introductory branch 
for freshmen and spphomores; at 
the completion of their sophomore 
years, students are to take an ex- 
amination for qualification in V-17 
(deck or engineering officer), or V-5 
(aviation cadet). Those in V-7 are 
given deferment until graduation, 
whereas V-5 men aresonly given 
until the end of their current semes- 
ter. The navy emphasizes mathe- 
matics and physics courses for those 
in their reserves. 


By means of the candidates class 
for commission, men may enter the 
marine resefve. A student is ap- 
pointed a private first class when he 
enlists, and after a 20 weeks’ train- 
ing receives his commission. 

All. branches of the service have 
an air corps. Aviation officers re- 
ceive a higher salary than similar 
ranking officers in other branches, 
due to flight pay. The marine air 
cadets are trained by the navy. 

This board of service officers act- 
ed merely to give facts to the men. 
Recruiting boards will be on campus 
in a few weeks. All branches stress- 
ed the intention to encourage college 
students of good academic standing 
to continue their courses of study “as 
long as possible”.

shortage of labor. Then the fun for 


apples have been picked by students 
of Westminster College.”

Nation-Wide Shortage 

New Wilmington’s lack of farm 
labor is just a part of a nation-wide 
shortage. The Pittsburgh publica- 

__tion, “This Week”, estimates at least 

750,000 “volunteer farmers” must be 

recruited this fall to harvest fruits, 

vegetables, and grain in order that 
the crops will not rot in the fields. 


_ The return to school of many young 


people has provided an extra short- 
age besides that entailed as a result 
of the men taken for the armed for- 
ces. 

“Fifteen district farmers have re- 
quested help and been helped. Four 
more farmers, hearing of Westmin- 
ster’s workers, have asked for stud- 
ents. A professor from the Universi- 
ty pf Pittsburgh asked a member of 
our faculty to get students to pick 
apples on a nearby farm he knew 
of.| This orchard has about 5,000 
bushels to be picked.

In fact, one of them, “A Con- 
rad Argosy”, has too much. Outside 
of being the size of a card table it’s 
a swell book because the large pages 
and large print make assignments 
look small. You don’t have to agree 
that Conrad was the greatest writer 
ever to turn out an adventure story, 
but there’s plenty in this book you’ll 
like. 

If you have a friend who you 

think is a little too complacent, leave 
him a copy of “They Were Expend- 
able” by. W. L. White sometime. Be- 
ing “expendable” means being left, 
, Without hope of rescue or help, to 
hold a position as long a§ possible 
and then be captured or die, This 
is the story of America’s “little Dun- 
kerque” and the men in Bataan who 
were “expendable”, i 

You and everyone else are sick of 
escape-from-the-Nazi stories but 
even so you'll be reading “The Sev- 
enth Cross” by Anna Seghers. It 
is not a concentration camp story; it 
is the story of a trapped people, 
their courage and their cowardice. 
Seven men try to escape from Ger- 
many, and one after another six of 
them fail. The hero—maybe he does 
and maybe he dpesn’t.. Read it for 
yourself: 

“You might as_ well. fall flat on 
your face as lean over too far back- 
wards” and “It’s not as easy to fool 
little girls nowadays as it is used to 
be” are examples of ‘the profound 
thought of James Thurber’s “Fables 
for Our Time”. It shouldn’t be be- 

yond the grasp.of the average college 
student or professor. eal

Dr. Galbreath estimates that about 
a hundred men write to him regular- 
ly, as well as some of their parents, 
who usually are the ones to send 
snapshots and other photographs, 
since the boys themselves aren’t al- 
lowed to have cameras with them.

Followed No Formula For Becoming 
Chaneer Authority. Says Dr. Everett 


How does a Chaucer authority get that way? For Dr. Virginia 
T. Everett, professor of English, Westminster college, there was 


no definite formula. 


“When I was a kid I was given a letter of introduction to the 
Chaucer authority in Chicago, but I was too scared to deliver it. 
Eight years later I went back with the same letter, but I was still 


too scared to deliver it. I enrolled @ 


in her course, though, and one day 
she buttonholed me about reading 
Chaucer manuscripts. I’ve been in 
the business ever since.” 

Dr. Everett, who teaches both 
Chaucer and American literature as 
well as freshman and Advanced 
Composition and a course in world 
literature, has been at Westminster 
since 1935. During a trip to England, 
she and Dr. Mary M. Purdy, English 
department head, visited Canterbury 
Cathedral where Chaucer’s pilgrims 
were headed. 

Originally from North Carolina, 

Dr. Everett is no “professional” 
southerner. 
. “I never even had an accent until 
I read the “Little Colonel” books, 
and I never said ‘you all’ until I 
came north and people expected me 
to say it,” she explains. “In fact, I 
don’t think I have any accent at all 
now.” she adds with a drawl.

“The people of the East”, he re- * 


marked, “are getting tired of being 
considered in terms of rubber,’ tin, 
and other natural resources.” 

Dr. Kuo. objects strongly to the 
policy that English and Dutch in- 
vestments, lost during the war, will 
be restored to them after it is over. 
Indo China, Malaya, and Siam, will 
need foreign c@pital after the war, 
but the resources of these countries 
must not be exported for the benefit 
of the big foreign corporations. 

In regard to the British policy in 
India Dr. Kuo said, “There will be 
no peace in the Far East as long as 
India is not independent, and India 
should be independent right pow ... 
Are we going to teach the Indians 
the lesson of the four freedoms by 
machine-gunning them from air- 
planes?”

Most Competent Students To Remain 


In College Until End Of School Year 
By Jay Richter 








. The way the picture looks now: 
_ Most teen-aged college students won’t be called 


into military service until the end of this school year. 


This is particularly true of competent students, especi- 
ally those taking scientific and technical courses. 

After this year, when inroads on epllege teen-agers 
are likely to be relatively-heavy, the question of who 
shall remain/in school will be a stickler. The draft bill 
itself isn’t likely-to lay down strict stipulations on this 
matter—it will be left to administrative decision. 

Two Considerations 

Broadly, administrative officials will base their 
decision on two major considerations: the course a 
student is taking and his scholastic record. 

England’s policies are a key to-what may vhappen 
to students heré.. Although there has been about a 25 
per cent drop in overall enrollment in Britain, scien- 
tific and technical departments of the colleges are 
cram-full of students. Obviously, the drop has occur- 
red in liberal arts courses. 

Courses To Suffer 

And obviously, these same courses will suffer in 
America, Officials in the Office of Education here be- 
lieve that American arts colleges haven’t done all they 
should to cope with that.inevitable situation. _ 

These officials feel that some educators are slow 
to recognize the inevitability of the drop-off in en- 
rollment and, consequently, are slow to prepare for it. 

First, say the officials, these educators should ex- 


pand their curricula, and quickly, to include additional ‘ 


science courses, courses in physical ®jucation and the 
like. In short, courses’ that tie in more closely with 
prosecution of the war.

_ the woods surrounding New Wilmington will be infested with 


anxious Westminster hunters who I know will try for their limit 


the first day out. 


Pheasants, rabbits, and squirrels will be abundant, but quail 


will be-scattered in this section. 
around here, and I 
they will be the most sought-for 
birds. 

Most hunters prefer shot sizes 744 
and 6’s for small game. The best 
places for pheasant in the early 
mornings are along the| edges of the 
swamps, because then -they leave 
the swamps at daybreak and head 
upland. 

’ They remain there until evening 
when they will again return to the 
ewamp. Cornfields are good locations 
to find pheasants in the morning. 
During rainy days pheasants always 


prefer open places. 


Squirrels, both fox and gray, can 
be found in almost any wooded 
grove, where the trees are large 
enough to afford safe hiding and 
feeding places. The most likely time 
to hunt for squirrel is also in the 


morning or afternoon, because then 


they are the most active. A damp 
morning ‘would be an unusually good 
time to go hunting for squirrels, 
Rabbits are about the easiest of 
the small game to find. They can be

hunted ‘during any part of the-day, 
Unlike pheasant hunting a good dog 
is not required for rabbit hunting, 

Rabbits | hide in brush piles and 
briar patches anda hunter, merely 
by walking through: these places, 
can chase the rabbits from. their 
hiding nooks. 

Any hunter with any hunting 
sense should do fairly well the first 
few days before game becomes scat- 
tered and on guard. against hunters. 

Warning: Don’t break down far-

Printed On Ben Franklin’s Old Press

Looking through the dusty Holcad files we found this inter- 
esting story concerning the first publication of the newspaper. 


Westminster's first publication, which appeared earl 
, was printed for a time on

Franklin’s old press which college authorities had brought from 
Philadelphia to New Wilmington. - 

This is revealed in an account of the early days of the college 
as written by Ellen Dickey Gamble, daughter of William Dickey, 
one of the founders of the college, and appearing in the New Wil- 


mington Globe in July, 1908. 


Shortly after the Rev. Dr. James Patterson was inaugurated 
president at the start of the fall term in 1855, and just before the 


first Old Main building was com- 
pleted, the Westminster Herald was 
started as a weekly newspaper, ac- 
cording to early historical notes. The 
Rev, George C. Vincent and the Rev. 
D. H. A. McLean were the first edi- 
tors, both being members of the 
faculty. 

Speaking of this first Westminster 
publication, which was also one of 
the early publications pf the church, 


'Mrs. Gamble relates, “It was pub- 


lished in the first college building, 
which was known as the printing 
office for years after. The publishers 
brought Benjamin Franklin’s old 
press from Philadelphia, and for a 
time the Herald was printed on it 
until a new cylinder press was pur- 
7 


‘ chased. 


The first college building of which 
Mrs. Gamble spoke was located near 
the -present United Presbyterian 
church Sabbath school wing. It was 
a two-story - structure, with two 
rooms on the first floor. Dr. Robert 
Gracey Ferguson, president from 
1884 to 1906, once wrote that. this 
structure was a temporary one, first 
occupied in 1853 arid was merely 
used until the first Old Main was 
completed in 1866. 

The present United Presbyterian, 
official prgan of the United Presby- 
terian church owes its start to the 
ambition and hard work of the Rev. 
Mr. Vincent and Rev. Mrs. McLean. 
Mrs, Gamble’s article goes on to say: 

“After the union of the churches 
(Associate church and Associate Re- 
formed church) in 1858, the Herald 
was united with the other leading 
organs of the church, ‘The Preacher’ 
and ‘Presbyterian Witness’ and took 
the name of ‘The United Presbyter- 
ian’.” 5 

The Herald first“ appeared a 
weekly newspaper in which form. 
also, the United Presbyterian was 
printed for many years. A copy of 
the United Presbyterian dated Pitts- 
burgh, January 7, 1863, carries under 
the front-page flag: “Constitution of 
The Preacher and Westminster Her- 
ald.” The United Presbyterian was 
then published at 74 Third street, 
Pittsburgh, in the old Singerly build- 
ing. : 

So the Westminster Herald, first 
started as both the official organ of 
Westminster and of the church, be- 


came in the course of years The 


United Presbyterian, official organ 
of the combined churches. For a 
number of years after, the printing

Dr. James A. Gillespie Is Speaker

the Negro problem in America. 


At the end of the discussion Dr. Gillespie gave a short speech 
on how college students might help the Negro situation. He said 


that first they should pvercome their 
own personal prejudices, and to vote 
for public officials who will be tol- 
erant of Negroes. 

Chiet topic of discussion was the 
way in which the Negroes are being 
treated by military. officials. 

“Do you know that until a few 
days ago in New Castle a Negro 
could not enlist in any branch of the 
service, except the army. and then 
was put in “Jim Crow” units with 
inferior equipment and officers?” 
commented Gillespie. 

That most Negroes were proud of 
their race was brought out by Dr. 
Gillespie. He said that because the 
Negroes believed that the white race 
had all the advantages they worked 
harder to hold what they could get.

Reynolds Prefers 
Hunting Gophers 


“Gopher hunting is one of the most 
enjoyable past-times I know,” com- 
mented Merritt Reynolds, Westmin- 
ster college senior, who transferred 
here two years ago from the Univer- 
sity of New Mexico. 

“In the Las Crusas area, where the 
University of New Mexico is located, 
gophers are so plentiful, and were 
ruining irrigation ditches and under- 
mining buildings so, that the state 
and federal governments had to set 
up bounties for them. Many students 
at the university earned part of their 
expenses trapping these small: bur- 
rowing rodents,,.which made the 
sport even more enjoyable,” he ad- 
ded. 

Reynolds explained that he liked 
to observe the habits and customs of 
the gophers while he was out setting 
traps for them. When-he would re- 
turn the next morning, after setting 
the traps, usually he found a dead 
gopher; but sometimes’ he noticed 
that the animals had played tricks 
on him, such as digging new pass- 
ageways around the traps to their 
tunnels, ‘or even ‘stealing the traps 
and carrying them deep into their 
lairs. 

“One day,” Reynolds chuckled, “I 
observed an old Mexican following 
me on my rounds as I set my traps. 
I became a bit curious and was able 
to circle back so that I could watch 
him, To my surprise, this fellow was 
carefully digging up my traps and 
putting them in a sack, then just as 
carefully filling in the hole again. 
What he intended doping with the 
traps, I do not know, but we later 
discovered he had his small shack 
filled with stolen traps, for which he 
had apparently no use.” 

Reynolds said he particularly en- 
joyed and valued the opportunity of 
being out in the desert country, just 
walking for hours without seeing an- 
pther person, or even a house, and 
that being alone in that quietness 
gave him a lot of time to think, “and 
that’s what we all need more of,” he 
added. 

“Gopher hunting has its dangers, 
too,” Reynolds recalled, “for some- 
times rattle snakes get in the gopher 
holes, and when the trapper reaches 
in for his dead gopher, he might find 


_ a live rattler instead.”

Nursing Schools Need College Girls; 
19,000 Must Enroll By January

Co-eds Wanted 

WASHINGTON-—(ACP)—Need for nurses is most 
urgent. Some 55,000 are wanted immediately. A sur- 
vey of two-thirds of the country’s nursing schopls re- 
veals that we’re going to fall about 19,000 nurses short 
of that quota. The only way to reach the goal now 
would be for 19,000 new girls to enroll in nursing 
courses in January and February, Decision to become 
a nurse doesn’t necessarily mean an interruption of 
your college course. Perhaps you can do it simply by 
indlucing biological, physical, medical and social sci- 
ence courses in your schedule at the start of a new term 
this winter. 

Estimates of the number of nurses needed have 
kept growing throughout the war. Some 3,000 a month 
have been taken from civilian life for army and navy 
duty. That’s 36,000 a year, as against an original esti- 
mate of 10,000 for 1942. Those figures add up to a 
migraine headache for local hospitals throughout the 
nation.

Russell’s presidency of Westminster 
college, Mrs. Russell was very active 
in the life of the college, and was 
particularly concerned with the 
beautifying of the campus and the 
enriching of the spiritual life of 
students. Among some of the late 
Mrs. Russell’s activities were con- 
cerned with the painting and gen- 
eral improvement of the Old Main 
building, the annex to Hillside, re- 
furnishing Senior Lodge and the 
Conservatory of Music. 

“At each commencement the larg- 
est bouquet fer decorations was al- 
ways sent by Mrs. Russell,” accord- 
ing to Dr. R. F. Galbreath, college 
president. “And although this gen- 
eration of college students did not 
know Mrs. Russell, her death comes 
with saddening effect.”

Adventures In Philippines 


Biology Department Head Dr. Quick 


Familiar With Far-East War Theatre. 
By R. M. Stoher ; 


When Dr. Bert Edwin Quick, chairman of the biology de- 
partment, toured the Far East in 1913 to study tropical botany, 
he gathered first hand information about the people and-their 
economic life. Accompanying Dr. H. A. Gleason, present head of 
the New York Botanical gardens, Dr. Quick spent several months 
in the Philippines, Java ,and Somoa, all prominent now in the 


news of the Far-Eastern theatre of @ 


war. 

In Baguio, one of the first towns’ 
in the Philippines to fall into the 
hands of the Japanese in the pres- 
ent conflict. Dr. Quick visited the 
dog market, a thing novel to an 
American who considers the animals 
onl¥ as pets. In the eastern islands 
dogs are a relished dish. In prepara- 


. tion for human consumption, the 


animals are starved slowly, given 
only water to drink for days. Just 
before they are ready to die, they 
are fed as much rice as they can 
consume. Then they are killed. The 
intestines filled with rice are im- 
mediately made into sausagés, a deli- 
cacy to the people. “We didn’t eat 
any dog, however,” Dr. Quick as- 
sured us. 

-From the Philippines the party 
traveled to Java, which boasts of 
the world’s largest botanical. garden, 
situated in the foothills at Buiten- 
zorg, then to Ceylon in the Malays. 
Here in the high mountains the best 
tea in the world is grown, 

A favorite dish of the East is “reis- 


tofel,” the Dutch word for “nice 





table.” Rice is served to each in- 
dividual in a huge soup dish. Then 
from six to twelve waiters bring in 
varieties of chicken, fish, raw pine- 
apple, fried cocoanuts, meats and 
vegetables of all kinds, which were 
to be mixed with the rice. “The 
Dutchmen mixed everything togeth- 
er, but I ate mine separately and 
enjoyed it,” Dr. Quick explained. 


What about international problems 
and foreign exploitation in the Phil- 
ippines and Java, which have such 
strange customs? When asked that, 
Dr. Quick said, “Although there 
were quite a few there, the Japan- 
ese had not yet become cpnspicious 
in 1913. The Chinese were much 
more active than their rivals, even 
working in Japanese banks because 
they -were considered better busi- 
ness men.” 2 

On the islands the Europeans had 
large estates worked by the native 
population. Dr. Quick believed that 
the laborers were not exploited to 
as great an extent under the whites 
as under the former native rulers. 





Conclusions 


1. ECONOMIC: The Majority bill 
which was accepted, récommend- 
ed that credit be extended between 
all nations, that trade barriers be 
lowered, that industry be encour-. 
aged to produce to capacity, and — 
that our nation must bear a great 
‘part of the burden in “refinancing 
the world after the war.” 


2. SOCIAL: Group’s bill was sub- 
stituted by a minority report which 
calls for the raising of the standard 
of living all over the world, an 
international system of education, 
abolishing of racial and national 
prejudices, and the creation of “an 
international clearing house” to 
deal with social problems. 


‘3B. POLITICAL: The committee’, 
report calling for a three-year od 
riod of armistice before the crea- 
tioi of a World Association of 
powers, was not accepted by the 
students. A modification of that 
idea will be considered tonight at 
the special 7 o’clock meeting of 
the War and Peace Aims group.

This reminder per- 
tains mostly to the juniors and’ sen- 
iors, who are avoiding gym classes. 

Some of the guilty men probably 
don’t know that physical education 
is required for graduation. Others 
have to be pushed or forced into do- 
ing things, and because they aren’t 
being forced into taking physical edu- 
cation, they don’t bother to visit the 
gym. 

At a faculty meeting at the begin- 
ning of the school year this rule was 
made definite—collegians who didn’t 
take physical education three times 
a week would fail to graduate.

Education Clinic . 


Westminster students Merritt Rey- 
nolds and Jack.O’Melia attended the 
(Educational Clinic Conference in 
Washington,,D. C., held November 
13 and 14. The purpose of this con- 
ference was to determine the future 
of the liberal arts colleges for the 
duration. 

Representatives of the Army, Navy, 
Selective Service, Civil Service, War 
Manpower Board, U. S. Office of 
Education, and of the college stu- 
dents met in committee groups to 
discuss what will happen to small 
colleges’ because of the war. 

The U. S. Office of Education ex- 
plained that college enrollments have 
showed ‘a definite decrease in enroll- 
ment, the largest decrease being in 
state teachers colleges. This decline 
was not limited to men students; ne- 
rollment of girls dropped in the same 
ratio. 

Dr. Conant of Harvard; along with 
Dr. Gideon of Brooklyn and Dr. 
Fitzpatrick of University of Mary- 
land, presented the educator’s view- 
point while Lieutenant Richard Miles 
of Oxford told what the ‘universities 
in’England are striving to accom- 
plish. 

“The most interesting’ incident of 
our trip was our visit to Howard 
College for negro students. They 
have over three thousand negro 
students there and an invitation from 
a friend of mine to visit there was 
accepted.. We spent Saturday night 
there and it was quite an experience 
to.eat dinner and see only dark faces 
around you,” said Merritt Reynolds 
after his return.

President Signs ’Teen Age Draft Bill; 
Enlisted Collegians Not To Be Taken 








By Jay Richter 
WASHINGTON—(ACP)—As this is written the 


. president is signing the ’teen age draft bill, Its impact 


will be be felt at once by colleges and universities 
throughout the nation. ; 

About one-third of all male collegians are 18 or 
19 years old. Prospects for these men sum up about 
like this: 

Approximately 25 per cent probably won't be 
taken because of physical disabilities. 

Those already enlisted ‘in college reserve training 
courses won’t be taken—they are already in the army 
and, apparently, passage of the bill won’t appreciably 
affect their present status. The same goes for those in 
senior ROTC. = 

All other 18 and 19 year old college students are 
subject to.draft call—and fast. It is estimated they will 


_ be inducted starting about January 1. For a time it. 


appeared that ’teen age men already in college would 
be able to obtain deferment until July 1, 1943. That 
prospect is now out the window for college men, al- 
though high school students called up in the last half 
pf this school year may request referment in order 
to finish out their terms. 

Only A Dim-Out | 

Passage of the bill does not mean a complete black- 
out of educational opportunity for college ’teen agers. 

Once they are in the army, these men, as well as 
all other 18 and 19 year olds who are drafted, will be 
eligible to take aptitude and intelligence tests to de- 
termine whether they may return to college for tech- 
nical training., 

Past education, apparently, will be considered in 
final selection of draftees who may return to college. 
Other criteria include “qualities of leadership, military 
ability and aptitude for more education” as reflected 
in examination results.. 

According to Representative Sparkman, Democrat, 
of Alabama, the army will send more men back to 
college than it actually needs for its own purposees.

She followed the army 
by driving an ambulance the entire 
distance of 600 miles. While in Singa- 
pore, from where she recently es- 
caped, she was twice wounded. 

Mrs. Bines, not being an orator by 
profession, wrote to Mr. Graebner, 
the head of the lecture courses, that 
she was rather perturbed over speak- 
ing to a group pf students. She said 
it would be quite difficult to tell 
the ghastly details of the war to 
those’ who .have heroic and exciting 
ideas of it.

up of countries which really form 
an economic unit, such as Europe, or 
Asia,” the speaker said. Within these 
areas there should be much freedom 
of trade.” 


‘Professor Weisman, also the finan- 
cial editor of the “Cleveland Plain 
Dealer,” and who regularly partici-+ 
pates in the Western Reserve radio 
round-table heard at 12 o’clock each 
Sunday over WTAM, said that “the 
standards of living should be raised 
all over the world. A rising standard 
of living would possibly lead to less 
animosity.” 


According to the speaker, it is 
impossible to determine now what 
kind of. peace there will be after the 
war. It will depend on who our 
leaders are at the time, and on the 
extent to which our American in- 
dividualistic system has been altered 
by debt, restrictions, and taxation.” 


“T believe that we are engaged in 
this war primarily for the purpose 
of preserving our American tradi- 
tions of freedom”, asserted Weisman. 
“but it is possible that the people will 
become so accustomed to increasing 
regulation that they will not de- 
mand that the government give up 
its war-time powers. 


“I am afraid we would lose more 
than we would gain through govern- 
ment regulation,” the speaker con- 
tinued. “Yet there is no guarantee 
that we shall return to any form of 
capitalism after the war. It will all 
depend on the extent to which our 
bureaucracy has been expanded and 
to which war restrictions have been 
accepted as part of our way.”

Army Sergeant Stationed In Hawaii

WAVES and WAACS may be able to recount blood curdling 
stories when this is all over, but Westminster junior Louise Ma- 
son will provide one war story with a romantic twist that sounds 


almost fictional. 


It all started in the spring of 41, when five girls at Mack 
Lodge put an ad in a Honolulu newspaper, stating their wish to 


correspond with the men in the ser-@ 


vice stationad at Hawaii. Several 
weeks later, Mack Lodge was 
swamped with about 200 letters. 
From these, Louise chose a type- 
written one which seemed to give 
its sender all the qualities-of fascina- 
tion and interest which she sought. 

Last week, Sgt. Ploger, who has 
been in the’ army for three years, 
was sent to the United States to 
attend Officers’ Training School. in 
Miami. Louise was notified of his 
arrival at San Francisco, and short- 
ly after, of his furlough. It was t» be 
her first meeting with a man whom 
she already knew very well. 


Sgt. Polger had many tales to re- 
late, on his arrival at Westminster, 
since he had seen action on Decem- 
ber 7, 1941. There were stories of 
battles, Hawaiian customs, and even 
fish stories of natives’ fearless en- 
tanglements with sharks.

Can’t Something B 
Done About Bible 351? 


OR NEARLY A SEMESTER, juniors of the 

‘class of ’44 have been subjected to Bible 
351, listed in the catalogue as “Evidences of 
Christianity.” 

We've’ been protesting all along about this 
farcical course ... protesting to our friends, in 
midnight bull sessions, and sometimes in class, 
when we just couldn’t keep quiet any longer. 


Some of us have gone to our college president _ 


and complained that this course was not doing 
what it should do. Instead of making us sure 
that Christianity is the religion to follow, the 
text hook used in the class makes us laugh. 
Floyd E. Hamilton’s “The Basis of Christian 
Faith” is one of the rmost dogmatic, most il- 
logical, and most unconvincing books it has 
been our misfortune to study. 

We have asked our instructors, who have 
defended themselves by saying that “The Ba- 
sis of Christian Faith” is not the book they in- 
tended to use for this course: the other book, 
which they tell us is better, is available only 
in England and we can’t get it on account of 
the war. 

The plain fact which the Bible department 
does not seem to realize is that this junior 
Bible course is doing more harm than good. 
When we try to study “The Basis of Christian 
Faith” the reasoning is.so illogical and the con- 
clusions are drawn in such a dogmatic way 
that} we can’t and don’t believe . .-. For ex- 
ample, while condemning the theory of evolu- 
tion, the author finally says: “it is well to re- 
member that none of the living scientific think- 
ers was present at the formation of the Uni- 
verse ....” It is implied, of course, that the 
author was Johnny-on-the-spot when the book 
of Genesis -was written. , 

If we wanted to make that last statement 
more effective, we could punctuate it with a 


so annoying to the reader and are one of the 
many obvious breaches of good writing found 
in “The Basis of Christian Faith.” ji 

It is clearly too late for us to escape the 
harmful effects of Bible 351. We, therefore, are 
pleading for all the students in the future who 
must be subjected to this Bible course. It is 
an insult to students who actually think. If we 
must swallow the illogical reasoning, the stu- 
pid, narrow viewpoints presented to us, then 
we are clearly not being “encouraged to in- 
vestigate the historical facts of the Christian 
religion and weigh the evidence of its validi- 
ty,” the purpose of the course as stated in the 
college catalogue, 

Why not require a course in logic, a course 
in philosophy, or a course in comparative re- 
ligions? Give us a chance to really do some 
thinking about Christianity and what makes 
it superior to other religions... Don’t shove a 
book filled with dogmatic drivel at us, and ex- 
pect us to retain our belief in Christianity.

If you just want a good story there’s 
“Lacey Hamilton” by Dorothy Van 
Doren, or “Captain Paul” by Com- 
mander Edward Ellsburg—a sailor’s 
story of a sailor. 

“Soviet Economy and the War” by 
Maurice Lobb is a very small book 
about a subject which used to be in 
the class with atheism and under- 
wear—you didn’t discuss them in 
nice society. The book shows that 
the initiative and morale shown by 
he Russian people in this war is 
argely due to the fact that the “or- 
dinary workers” are “trained and 
organized to participate” in the de- 
velopment of government policy, 
which isn’t exactly the idea we've 
been handed for twenty years.

Adding that composers who “go 
off the deep end” do not thrive in 
Hispanic American countries,- Mr. 
Nin-Culmell added that in most of 
the music of the south, the metric 
rythm of poetry has been adapted to 
music. 

Pointing out that Hispanic-Ameri- 
can music combines folk music and 
Spanish music, the concert artist 
said that in) most Hispanic American 
countries music is demanded by the 
people, and under the monarchial 
governments, was under the patron- 
age of the state, but with democracy, 
that patronage has fallen off. 

“Brazil especially, because of the 
large number of Italians, is a music- 
loving nation. Most Brazilian music 
is ‘nostalgic. The famous “tango” 
derives from African folk-songs, Mr. 
Nin-Culmeil told the class. 

Hispanic-America really led the 
New World in the appreciation of 
good music, according to Mr, Nin- 
Culmell who said the first school of 
music was founded in Mexico city 
in 1524. American opera got its start 
in Mexico also, with the operas of 
Qumaya, early composer. 

“Most orchestral music in Hispanic 
America was developed in connec- 
tion with army bands,” Mr. Nin- 
Culmell pointed out and added with 
a smile, “We have had many revo- 
lutions, you know.” 

“Even Sousa, your great march king, 
was of Portuguese parents,” said the 
speaker, who concluded by saying 
that. American orchestras touring 
Hispanic America should play more 
American music but that as a whole, 
South Americans are getting away 
from the impression of the “Yankee” 
and that English is now the 2nd 
language of all secondary schools in 
Hispanic America.

social and political activities of the 
city,” the speaker declared. While 
there are no dormitories, high school 
students reside in large dormitories. 
Since there are no college or uni- 
versity-sponsored socitl activities for 
collegians, students live in rooming 
houzes in town and find social life 
b ymingling, with townspeople. 


“In many cities, the students are 
radical and communistic, and often 
participate in strikes and demon- 
strations against the authorities,”

have been broken up into different 
units and scattered throughout the 
town—the School of Medicine near 
the hospita], and the Law, Engineer- 
ing, and other schools all located 
in opposite sections of the city.”

--- America At War 


HRISTMAS, .1942, finds America in the 

midst of a struggle for survival. Last 
Christmas season was a war-time Christmas 
also, but then our nation was, just beginning to 
‘realize that-we had a terrible fight ahead of 
us... a long, hard war, of ‘blood, sweat and 
tears,’ as Britain’s prime minister has aptly 
phrased it. 

A vear ago last’ Monday, December 7, as 
the holiday season approached, war came. Do 
you remember that Sunday afternoon, when 
the news was first flashed to us, as we listened 
to the radio? 

That was the beginning. Now a year has 
elapsed. We’ve seen gas rationing come, we’ve- 
watched the factories of our great industrial 
cities blacken the. skies with: the smoke which 
means production and. eventual victory, we’ve 
shivered at the scream of the air raid sirens 

‘and searched the skies for black specks of 
~planes until someone told us| “Hey you; this is 
a practice, air raid alert; get ini that building!”

For Teen Agers 

WASHINGTON — (ACP)—Right now the lid is 
down tight on information concerning the army’s plan 
for sending drafted ’teen age men back to college. Of- 
ficials and educators say it soon will be spelled out 
in detail. 

However, it is a virtual certainty that all 18 and 
19 year olds who are drafted—whether or not they’re 
college men—will be eligible to take tests to deter- 
mine whether they shall be assigned to collges and 
universities for technical and scientific training. 

They probably will be selected on the basis of 
education, as well as for “qualities of leadership, mili- 
tary ability.and aptitude for more education.” 

It is unlikely the ’teen age plan will resemble the 
current “contract” arrangement both the army and 
navy already have with ‘some colleges. Under the con- 
tract plan, men already in the services are assigned 
to colleges for short periods of training, usually three 
months. ; 

It appears that ’teen age men will get longer 
periods of training of a highly specialized and intens- 
ive character. 

The back-to-college plan, or whatever it may be 
called, is likely to hit small arts colleges hard. The 
army and navy will probably take ‘over the physical 
facilities pf many of them to train men in technical 
subjects. The art of war leaves little room for other 
arts.

No one asked for a heater before 
because there weren’t any swimming 
teams, and the students did not spend 
as much time in the water then as 
they do now. A heater is needed 
mainly because the temperature in 
the room is always much lower than 
the temperature of the water. This 


#is a wonderful tonic for colds. 


According to swimming coach 
Joe Ferris the temperature of the 
water must be kept between 75 
and 78 degrees, while the tempera- 
ture in the room must be at least 
between 80 and 85 degrees. 


Here is the way the tempera- 
tures have been running. We can’t 
complain about the water, because 
the temperature is generally be- 
tween 75 and 78 degrees as it 
should be, but —the temperature 
outside the water varies between 
66 degrees on some very cold days 
and 75 degrees on some very warm 
days.

Bines condemned civilian indiffer- 
ence to the human cost of the war 
and over-optimism in regard to the 
outcome of a fight with a nation of 
fanatic patriots. 

“We have not yet met the main 
Jap fleet,” she asserted, “and in ev- 
ery encounter so far we have come 
off second best. The Japs will never 
surrender; you have to kill them. 
Dying for their country is their 
highest honor, and if they are cap- 
trued they are listed as dead.” 

Americans have been late in rea- 
lizing this, according to Mrs. Bines. 
They have been more concerned 
with making money, even if they 
made it by selling scrap-metal to 
Japan. 

The last white woman to leave 
Ipak, Mrs. Bines drove an ambu- 
lance over 600 miles of rough Malay- 
an territory to Singapore, accom- 
panied by her corps of 35 Chinese 
drivers. 

“It was the same story everywhere 
we went,” she said. “None of the 
towns could be defeated because 
there were no planes, no guns, no 
anything to fight with. One airfield 
was blasted not by Jap Zeroes but 
by American Lockheed Hudsons and 
British Blenheim bombers sent by 
England to (Phailland, i
